Atlantic Liners Encounter 
Cyclones. 


The Perilous Voyages of the Umbria 
and 


Passenger's of Hor- 
ror in the ee 


A British Ship Abandoned at Sea—Her 
Crew Rescued—The Wreck of the 
Dispatch — Ashore off 


= 
Cape Henlopen. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Oct. 12.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] This is the season of cy- 
clones, and life afioat is attended. with 
peril and much physical discomfort. 
The Alaska, a day overdue, has not been 
heard from, and the Augusta Victoria 
was not sighted till carly this mofning. 
The Umbria, one of the best storm de- 
fiers of the Cunard line, due yesterday 
morning, was. not revorted off Sandy 
Hook until last night. The two steam- 
ers reported having met a number of 
cyclones. The Augusta Victoria arrived 
at her dock shortly: before noon. Her 
officers reported that from October 4 to 
9 she experienced heavy westerly gales 
with tremendously high seas. The 
steamer sustained no great damage, but 


several passengers were thrown down 


and a number of them had arms or legs 
broken. Eight or more were severely 


|} cut about the head. 


During the greater part of the trip 
of the Augusta Victoria not a passen- 


ger was allowed on deck. -During the 


whole voyage her commander never 
slept. He was on the bridge day and 
night, and it was. the unanimous verdict 
of all on board that to his wonderful 
seamanship and skill in handling the 
great vessel was due the safety of the 
ship and passengers. During four days 
her decks were under water most of the 
time. The seas were like mountains, 
and the big vessel pitched and plunged 
violently with every shock. On the 
7th inst. a series of accidents happened 
that crippled many passengers. Dr. 
Lenburn and Augusta Fruelson, cabin 
passengers, had both arms broken. In 
the steerage the misery wasgreat. The 
‘inmates were not allowed on jeck 


were packed into.a‘dense mass, “and at 


every lurch of the ship they were 
thrown to the floor, and frequently in 
trying to rise as the vessel righted, 


were thrown back, and not a fewr res; 


ceived painful injuries. There were 
eighteen members in the Eppe family, 


‘| and not one of them escaped without 


bruises. 
On the 8th the storm was at its worst. 
and during the entire day the main 


accidents occured. A Mrs. White and 
her daughter were thrown across the 


cabin by alurch of the ship and both» 


had their right arms broken. Nathan 
Solomon, Franz Rudolph and cJohn 
Schreiner, the latter of this city, also 
suffered fractured limbs. In thesteer- 


|} age those who had escaped the day be- 


fore came in for their share and fully 
thirty suffered painful bruises and cuts. 
One or two had arms dislocated. All 
were attended to on board and were able 
to move today. 

The officers and passengers of the 
Umbria also report a terrible voyage. 
On October 7 Mrs. C. P. Morman of 
Louisville died of apoplexy. One of 
the passengers said that shortly after 
passing Fostnet light they struck a 


breeze which by noon on Monday 
had become a_ hurricane’ with 
bad weather throughout Tuesday, 


but on Wednesday it moderated during 
the day, and the passengers were able 
to go on deck for the first time since 
Sunday. On Wednesday evening, how- 
ever, another hurricane came on, and 
the ship was speedily in the thick of it 
again. At 10 o'clock, with wind and 
sea thundering upon the ship, a pin in 
the machinery ‘was discovered loose, 


stepped, 
incident being vaguely described by the | 
engineer in reply to an anxious passen- 


ger's .query as “Only a bug in the 
swifter.’’ After four hours heavy roll- 
ing the machinery was repaired, and 


the voyage resumed. During the whole 
of Thursday it continued to blow with 
great severity, the ocean resembling | 
rolling hills. The weather moderated 
slightly on Friday, but continued very 
nasty until they got in. Throughout 
the voyage the Umbria shipped immense 
Two saloon pas- 
sengers were* painfully injured, and a | 
number of seamen badiy knocked about, 
two sustaining fractured bones. 


ABANDONED AT SEA. 


A British Ship Lost—Her Captain and Crew 
Rescued. 

New York, Oct. 12.—|By the “Associ- 
ated Press.| A dispatch from London 
says: ‘The Steamship Devonshire, 
from Barrow for New York, has been 
passed at sea abandoned. Nothing has 
been heard from her captain or crew. 
Never has the loss of a steamship at sea 
caused so much excitement since the 
great Dannemark disaster."’ 

No particulars of the disaster have 
been received in this city. No one 
knows what has become of the captain 
and crew. They may now be safe on 
board some other vessel, but maritime 
men think this hardly probable. The 
chances are that the “captain and his 
thirty-six men are lost. They undoubt- 
edly took to the boats when it was seen 
the vessel had no chance. In the seas 
and storms that have been raging for 
the last week the boats could have 
hardly lived

Wasetneton, Oct. 12.—|By the Assso- 
ciated Press.| The Supreme Court of 
the United States met for the October 
term today. Three justices were ab- 
sent from the court. Chief Justice Ful- 
ler is in Chicago, where his daughter is 
very ill, and Justices Bradley and Gray 
have both been ill, but'are now recov- 
ering. The business transacted was 
the admission of applicants to practice 
before the court and the announcement 
by Justice Field that most of the impor- 
tant cases advanced for argument next 
Monday had been postponed until the 
second Monday of November. This step 
was taken for the reason thatit is the 
Mesire that they shall be heard by 
and the probability is 
that, all of the justices will not be 
present on Monday next. The list in- 
cludes the Sayward case, which in- 
volves the question of the jurisdiction 
of the United States over the seal fish- 
eries in Bering Sea: the apti-lottery 
case; the elevator cases and the cases 
involving the question of the constitu- 
tionality of the McKinley Tariff Act. | 

The court adjourned a few minutes 
after 12 o'clock and went in a body to 
pay their respects to the President.

A Night of Terror. 


Other Coast News—California Gets a 
World's Fair Sop-—The Kalston 
Litigation Again Before 
the Courts.

SAN Francisco, Oct. 12.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The effects of the 
earthquake which visited some portions 
of Northern California Jast night ap- 
pear to have been greatest in the Napa 
and Sonoma valleys, where the shock is 
described as being the heaviest expe- 
rienced ‘since the great quake of 1868. 
At Napa and Sonoma walls cracked, 
chimneys were demolished, in some in- 
stances falling through the roofs, and 
window glass was broken. People were 
roused from their beds and many passed 
the night inthe streets. While in some 
districts but one or two shocks are re- 
ported, eight or ten occurred at inter- 
vals at the towns named, keeping the 
inhabitants awake until 5 o'clock this 
morning. 

The heaviest shock came at 10:30

INDIAN SCHOOLS. 


A Rigid, Investigation into the Contract

Wasmtxoron, Oct. 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]

The Commis- 
sioner says it is the purpose to promote 
pupils w here it is found that the course 
of study is defective or the facilities 
for indfistrial training are wanting, or 
where for other reasons pupils cannot 
receive as good equipment for life in 
the contract schools as in Government 
schools. The Commissioner also says: 
You willsay distinctly and emphatically

&chools that whenever itis found by this of- 
fice that those in charge of the sehools or. 
those whom they send to the reservations 
to procure pupils or those who are in any

A Busy Session of the Municipal 
Solons. 


Reports . and Recommendations of 
OMicers and Committees. 


Suggestions for t the Preservation -of 
the Paved Streets. 


Protests Against the Opening and Exten- 
sion of Los Angeles Street..The Pav- 
ing of Pearl Street-—Miscel- 
laneous Business. 


The City Council met in regular ses- 
sion vestertlay morning at the usual 
time and place, the member from the 
Fifth Ward beint the only absentee, 

After the usual preliminaries had 
been disposed of, the reports of the va- 
rious city officers were taken up, as 
follows: 


That of the City Treasurer, showing. 


the transactions of his office during the 
month of September last, was referred 
to the City Auditor. 

That of the City Tax and License Col- 
lector, showing the collection of taxes 
for the fiscal year 1891-92, up to and 
including September 7 last, to be $27,- 
469.55, was also referred to the City 
Auditor. 

PAVING FIGUEROA STREET. 3 

That of the City Clerk, to the follow- 
ing effect: 

In the matter of paving and sewering 
Figueroa street, between Pico and Wash- 
ington streets, the ordinance of intention 
was passed September 11 and posted Sep. 
tember 12,1891. The Street Superintend- 
ent's notices of street work were posted 
September 17. The last day in which pro- 
tests could be legally made was October °* 
None have been made, and the Council has 
therefore acquired jurisdiction in this mat- 
ter, and can pass an ordinance orfering 
the work, as herewith presented, if it so 
sees fit. 

The report was receiv ed and filed and 
the accompanying ordinance adopted 
upon motion of Councilman Nickell. 

MORE HELP NEEDED. 

The following report, signed jointly 
by the City Clerk and Tax Collector, was 
read: 

To the honorable the City Council: We res- 
pectfally represent to your honorable body 
that through lack of clerical assistance, 
the Auditor has been unable to issue to the 


Tax Collecter the licenses for the month of 


October up to this date. although they have 
been in his office since the 2&8thult., thereby 
causing the public great inconvenience and 
unnecessary trouble and double work to the 
offices interested. 

We earnestly trust that arrangements 
will be made to prevent a recurrence of the 
same difficnity in November. 

The matter was referred to the Com- 
mittee of the Whole. 

STREET SUPERINTEN DENT’S REPORT, 

The report of the Street Superinten- 
dent was then presented, in which the 
matter of caring for the paved streets is 
gone into at considerable length. The 
Superintendent calls attention to the 
damage caused by the continuous tear- 
ing up of the streets by the several gas 
and water companies, as well as private 
parties, which, he says, keeps the streets 
filled with holes and depressions. He 
recommends that-all work of this kind 
be done solely by the city’s own agents 
and employes, and that the companies 
be required to deposit a_ sufficient 
amount to cover all the expenses of the 
work before a permit is granted. In 
case this is not done, the Superinten- 
dent recommends that a concrete foun- 
dation for the paving be required, and 
that parties holding permits be also re- 
quired to thoroughly tamp the excava- 
tion.

IT PAYS BETTER. 


Farming More Profitable Here 
Than in Kansas. 


The ‘ciatemint of One Who Knows 
AL About It. 


Some Points - ‘Relating to the. Ronee 


An Offender: Pleads Guiity: and is Fined 
—Pertiient Points Lo- 
"cal Topics—Brev- 
ities. 


The reporter a few days ago met at Hotel 
Green a Kansas farmer whovonly recently 
disposed of a‘valuablé property there, hav- 
ing decided to invest his money in Califor- 
nia, where he says there’ is less risk and 
heavier profttson account of the more equ_- 


ble climate. 


The Kansas man said that the crops have 
been abundant in Kansas this year. From 
sixty acres of land he thrashed 1000 bush. 
els of wheat. His wheat harvest would 
have been larger had not the fly worked 
damage in it. Last year from sixty-five 
acres he had 1819 bushels. With his corn 
crop the conditions were just reversed. 
Last year he had seventy acres in corn but 
hot winds destroyed it all and he harvested. 
nocorn. This year from sixty acres he ob- 
tained about 2000 bushels. In Kansas, 
wheat is purchased by grain déalers after a 

' carefultest with a weighing machine, No. 
2 wheat, which nearly all of the crop 
grades. sold at 72 cents per bushel there 
last week, new corn brought 25 cents per 
bushel and oats the same price. The hay 
crop was very large and the fruit was ex- 
ceptionally plentiful. Itis estimated that 
in Dickinson county alone several thousand 
bushels of peaches rotted ‘under the trees 
because the people could not make use of 
them. 

Of course such a farm would pay, ‘but as 
the speaker expressedit, ‘‘Farming in the 
land of cyclones is a game of perhaps—per- 
haps the crops come, and perhaps they 

‘don’t.’ Hence his removal to California, 
and his probable location in or near Pasa- 
dena. 

_ ATTITUDE OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

The relation of the Board of Trade to the 

_ project of issuing a pamphlet descriptive of 
Pasadena and the surrounding country, 
should be distinguished from the position 

‘held by this body with relation tothe pro- 
posed irrigation project. While it is the 
purpose of the board to issue the pamphlet 
as an advertising medium, tospread abroad 
Pasadena’s wonderful resources and attrac- 
tions, in the irrigation matter the board 
simply professes to act as a mediumina 
subject of great segs importance, and 
which it remains for the public to decide, 
after soiae sort of definite reports have 
been submitted by the several sub-coi- 
mittees. In other words, the board is not to 
be understood as favoring or disapproving 
the formation of an irrigation district, 
while it does decidedly favor the early pub- 
lication of the pamphlet in question.

Fresh grown, per pound: Apples, 114 to 
1%c; peaches,. to 1}4c; pears, Ic; 
grapes, table (Malaga, Muscat and Tokay,) 
144c; lemons, well cured, per box, $2.50 to 
$3.00; tomatoes, 25c per box of 30 pounds. 
Dried fruits: Peaches, bleached, 3 to 5c: 
apricots, bleached, 3 to 5c.

A case in point is that of Sarah Ann Paul 
of this city and Smith Paul of Indian Terri- 
tory. This couple was married in 1875, 
and for some years past life has not been 
that ideal happy dream that is sometimes 
read about in the novels of the day. 

' The lady was young, poor and honest: the 
groom was old, rich and hard-hearted, and 
had been the husband of a Chickasaw In- 
dian squaw, 
large family— 
are still living. 

For some years past Mr. and Mrs. Paul 

ave made Santa Barbara their home, and 
how own considerable property here. 

About a year ago, so the gossips deglare. 
Mr. Paul, at divers times, made life any- 
thing but pleasant for his young wife. on 
account of no one exactly knows what, and 
as aresult a suit for divorce was brought 
by the much-abused spouse against her 
liege lord, alleging extreme cruelty. 

Before the case came up for trial Mrs. 
Paul had repented, and on the repeated 
assurance that he would change base and 
be good and kind to his wife, the suit was 
dismissed. 

Things ran on nicely fora time and then 
Mr. Paul forgot or disregarded his prom- 
ises and the old-time tactics were more or 
less renewgd. A few months ago Mr. Paul 
left his wife here and went back to the Ter- 
ritory sufficient provision 
for her sup 

Some time af he left. people here were 
surprised to see a dispdtch from that far- 
off home of Mr. Paul's to the effect that 
Smith Paul, ason, and agrand-son had all 
been divorced by the same court and on the 
same day. 

Some sort of an Indian-court summons 
was served on Mrs. Paulin this city, and 
among other things it gave her five days to 
appear and answer.a demurrer to the com- 
plajnt—-an impossibible thing. She paid 
no attention to the matter. and a decree, 
such as it was. was given to Mr. Paul by the 
District Court of the Chickasaw Nation. 
-Nowcomes Mrs. Paul by her attorney 
and asks the Superior Court of this county 
to grant hera divorce and alimony, al- 
leging failure to provide, anda summons 
has been forwardedto Smith Paul in the 
Territory; and, this is the strange part of 
the affair, for itis well known that. accord- 
ing to the practice of the courts. the divorce 
of one person to a marriage contract di- 
vorces both, except in case of fraud; but in 
thiscase the attorney for Mrs. Paul is of 
the opinion that the action of the Indian 
court in granting her husband a divorce, in 
the manner it did, is irregular and will not 
be recognized by the courts here. He says 
it the decree had been made by the Federai 
Court of the Territory there would no ques- 
tion as toits validity and competence. As 
it is he will proceed as though no divorce 
had been granted, which will resultin test- 
ing tee validity of a Chickasaw Indian 
court’s judgment, and; therefore, the is- 
sues are almost of national interest. 

Another feature of this complicated affair 
is, thatit is understood that Mr. Paul, de- 
pending on his decree as good and sufficient, 
has already found anotherdusky bride in 
the Nation, notwithstanding he is on the 
shady side three-score years and ten. It is 
evidently acase of ‘‘where me and Paul 
differs.”

THE HU NSAKER CAS E. 


The Preliminary Be- 
fore Justice Owens. 


The “Countess” in Court, Although 
Still Sick. 


Where the mene Came from to Buy 
the Saloon. 
All of the Penis Furnished by the Woman 
—The Transfer of the License— 
Some Very Queer Trans- 
actions. 


The notorious Hunsaker embezzlement 
case was called on preliminary exami- 
nation in Justice Owen's department-of 
the Police Court at 10 o’clock yester- 
day morning. 

It will be retiembered that Ben Hun- 
saker, the son of a (San Francisco at- 
torney, opened the old Carlton saloon 
a few months ago with money belonging 
to a young woman who came down here 
with him, and called-herself Mrs. Sarah 
Jane Griffin-Clark, o 


as she is com- 
monly called the *‘Countess.”’ After a 
short but brilliant run. a row took 


place in the Hunsaker-Clara camp, and 
the ‘Countess’? had Hunsaker arrested 
on a charge of having embezzled 
&7500 bélonging to her, and also hay- 
ing robbed her of $150, thus making 
two cases against him. 

Both cases were set for hearing yes- 
terday morning, and quite a dispute 
between Messrs. Davis and Phibbs of 
the District Attorney's office who ap- 
peared for the State, and C. C. Steph- 


‘ens, Esq., who represented the defend- 


ant, took place as to which case skould 
be examined first. 

The Court finally settled the matter 
by ordering the attorneys to proceed 
with the embezzlement case, 

Much to the astonishment of the de- 


fense, the ‘Countess’? appeared in 
court. They have claimed all the time 
that she would not appear, for the 


reason that she is too much in love 
with Ben Hunsaker to push the case, 
but she showed up in good shape, not- 
withstanding the fact that she has been 
quite sick and is yet weak. She. was 
accompanied by her sister and a few 
friends, and wore a look on her face 
which means mischief for the defend- 
ant, if it is within her power to make 
him suffer.

The Recent Raid o on the Secretary “ 

P the Treasury. 


Cowardly Politicians and Newspapers That 
Fall Down—A Slavery That is Be- 
coming Intolerable--A Swift 
Reaction Coming. 


[New York Journal of Commerce. ] 

The discussions which have grown out 
of the attempt to coerce the Secretary 
of the Treasury to comply with an un- 
reasonable request of some members of 
the trades union show that the tide of 
public opinion is turning, as we pre- 
dicted it would, against these organiza- 
tions. The position taken by the unions 
is totally untenable, and all right- 
minded men must see it at last. The 
controversy began many years ago with 
the strike for wages. Some’ restless 
individual, anxious to be reconized 
as a leader of men, 
up a mutiny in a manufacturing estab- 
lishment, and persuaded the workmen 
to combine and agree not to work ex- 
cept ata stipulated advance in wages. 
This was a violation of right principle, 
and should have been put down at the 
oucet. Any workman not under con- 
tract had aright to quit the service if 
dissatisfied with his wages, and if the 
employer could find a substitute willing 
to take the place on the same terms, 
the result would show that compensa- 
tion, regulated by the law of supply and 
demand, was all that could be exacted. 

The combination to effect an object 
like the one under consideration was 
always regarded as against public pol- 
icy, and by the common law was punish- 
able by fine or imprisonment. A man 
dissatisfied with his grocer, or his 
butcher, or his doctor, or his tailor, or 
his shoemaker, could withdraw his cus- 
tom. But he could not organize a com- 
bination to take trade or patronage 
away from any one who offended him. 
It then became a conspiracy, for which, 
upon conviction, there was a heavy pen- 
alty. The customer of the grocer might 
have ample reason for going to another 
shop, and he was at full liberty- to do 
this and to change as often as he liked. 


party to deprive that grocer of his 
trade, and the law took no notice of the 
conspiracy, he would array his band of 
followers against every dealer or dec- 
torin the place and compel the pay- 
ment to him of blackmail by all who 
depended on public favor or patronage. 
The strikes were permitted, not be- 
cause they were right in principle, but 
because there was always more popular | 
sympathy with the men who worked 
fora living than with the capitalist 
who employedthem. Afterthe strikers 
| had left the service it then became a 
question whether enough unemployed 
hands could be found to supply . 
vacancy on the rejected terms. 
first this was the only question, but 
human nature being what it is, the men 
outona strike could not bear to be 
idle and see their places filled by 
others. | 
They would plead with the new re- 
cruits, they would assailthem with op- 
probious epithets, and when these failed 
they would assault them and compel 
them by whatever force and violence 
were necessary to keep away 
from the offered employment. There 
were no interests too sacred and no 
means too desperate, when the passions 
.of the strikers were onceexcited. They 
would murder a ‘‘scab,’’ and they would 
recklessly destroy a mill or a factory rf 
they were likely to fail in their pur- 
pose. 


_ When employers begante take means 
to guard against such interruption of 
their work, the ugions came into being, 
and not only rapidl¥ extended their en- 
terprise among all engaged in a given 
trade, but joined hands with other 
trades to maintain their supremacy and 
keep the power in their own hands. If 
the hod-carriers at work in aiding the 
erection of a building struck for 
higher wages, or to gain some special 
privilege, and others were found 
to take their places, then every mason 
or carpenter or man of any trade em- 
ploved about the premises left his place 
and everything was kept stationary 
until those laborers were taken back at 
the advance or on the terms they de- 


| manded. And no union man must werk 


where one not in the order was allowed 
to perform any services whatever. 
made no difference. what the relations 
were between this ohWe non-union man 
and his employer, he must be driven 
from that place and not allowed to find 
work in any other within the whole 
country. He and his family might 
starve for all these unionists cared; he 
had no right they felt bound to respect.

The outlook forthe season’s product of 
dried fruit continues somewhat dubious. 
Asto the future of the eastern market, 
local dealers seem entirely at sea. Some 
take a hopeful view, and believe that a few 
weeks later will see a_ brisk demand and 
corresponding advance in prices. Others 
are less confident and do not anticipate a 
eftong eastern market. The producers are 
also much divided in opinion as to the out- 
look. Some are anxious to sell at almost 
any price, while others—and these seem to 
be in the minority —are holding back, re- 
solved to secure higher rates. In the mean- 
while dried fruits aré almost unsalable in 
the local market. Some dealers loaded 
themselves up early in the season, and now 
that prices have fallen, tind themselves, for 
the time being at least, losers, and are nat- 
urally averse to going in any deeper. 
Other merchants have bought during the 
drop and now have allthey care tocarry. 
It would seem, however, that the prospect 
is not as poor as many believe. The east- 
ern market at present is evidently largely 
a speculative one, and for the time being 
the bear element seems to have the best of 


‘it. Whenthe actual demand for consump. 
tion comes, fair or even high prices may 
prevail. In raisins, however, the present 


outlook seems quite favorable. 
from New York says: 

“There has been considerable rustling in 
this market for moderate quantities of new 
California layer raisins the past few dave, 
and more interest is shown also in first- 
class loose Muscatels, spot. This demand 
has not been easily met, for the reason that 

very few goods have vetarrived, and prices 
have been paid that many dealers consider 
ridiculously high for the same goods when 
the latter “was offered in tr ansit. A few 
buvers have purchased fairly liberal quan- 
tities to arrive, but the m: ijority have made 
little provision for future wants, and there 
are slight indications that stiff prices will 
have to be paid for early arrivals.” 

The Mark Lane Express, in its weekly re- 
view of the English grain trade says: ‘An 
improved demand for flour has been a 
feature during the week. Foreign wheat 
was stronger. Oats,corn and barley have 
each advanced 6d. At today’s market En- 
vlish wheat advanced 1s, making the quo- 
tation 37s 9d. Good white California 
“brought 45s and inferior Southeastern Fu- 

“ropean, 41s. American red winter ad- 
vanced is. Foreign flour is 6d higher. 
Rve is scarce and (0d higher.” 

‘Bradstreet's of New York has the follow- 
ing on the wool market: 

“The trade in the leading wool markets 
continues quiet. The amount of stock 
which has been moved is only slightly 
larger than for the preceding week. The 
tone of the market is strong and the confi- 
dence of dealers has not weakened. Values 
ure reported very firm, especially on choice 
wools, The prices which are being paid by 
buyers inthe West are on a high basis, 
which would. indicate that dealers look for 
an advance inthe Fast. Domestic fleeces 
have been rather neglected. In Ohio the 
unwashed and umerchantable wools there 
are in fair demand.
